We discussed that the objection should be changed to a 112 rejection. We reviewed how MPEP 21 72 applies to the 
case. We discussed that turning the last clause in claim 1 into an optional Step C would make it clear that "plantlets" is 
not intended by only shoot formation. We discussed that the prior art does not talk about controlling the light conditions 
but the key to novelty of this invention is controlling the light conditions. Supervisory Examiner Grunberg noted that the 
phrase says "under controlled light conditions" does not tell her anything and wants general 103 with all steps and a 
secondary reference with gauyle specifically and motivation to transfrom gauyle added to the prosecution history. She 
asked if applicant would like to consider what exactly it is about the light conditions that makes the invention 
patentable? Are they not generic to different other tissue culture methods? We also noted that some prior art talked 
about complete darkness as a method and that we need a reference that shows there are SOME kind of light 
conditions there. We discussed how further clarification of novel light conditions would strengthen the claim. 
Supervisory Examiner Grunberg also noted that dependent claim 2 would read on darkness as would claim 3 because 
they include zero .

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
